Fire caught Tuesday afternoon at 2 30 


o clock in the barn owned by Arthur 
Sewell, at Gibsoo 
His residence is situ 


ated on the banlrof the river, at the upper 
end of the village 
Ihe wind waa blow 


Ing a gale and^the dryness of the atmos- 
phere aided In spreading the flre with 
great rapidity 


Within a few minutes Mr 
Sewell s 


house and barn were one mass of flames, 
and the wind was carrying the cinders 
right upon the doomed village 


leaving bewell s house the flames leaped 


by the range of the wooden buildings 
standing between there and the C P Ii 
crossing and quickly demolished them 
The C P U round house and machine 
shop next the rivrand farther flown soon 
caught and burned like tinder 


Passing to the other side of Macklm 


street the fire swept the houses from the 
C P U crossing to the Baptist church 
where it delaved a moment to devour 
It then rushed like a roaring demon down 
upon the closelv packed wooden houses 
standing in blocks on either side of Miles 
street and between that and Miles avenue 
Robert Macklm s fine residence directly 
in the way was soon a heap of knocking 
ruins 


lurning the corner of Mack m and 


Miles streets the fire left not a building 
standing out as far as the Methodist 
church 


Crossing Miles street with a rush and a 


roar that was plainly audible in the city it 
fastened upon the old C P R station and 
corner tenement house from which it 
spread with amazing rapidity and ter 
rifle strength clear to the Nashwask river 
leveling 50 good buildings to the ground 
No houses were spared 


The four C P II 
tenement houses on

md i^ the fields The whole conflagra 
tron oc^up ed only about two hours and a 
half 


Comparatively little household furni 


ture was saved 
The inhabitants of the 


houses caught up what few things they 
could conveniently carry away and hur 
ried to the river bank, which soon resem 
bled an extended gypsy encampment 
A 


detachment of soldiers went from the city 
and did much service in handling the 
goods which were saved 
Provisions were 


sent down from Marvsvllle and over from 
Fredericton to feed tbe homeless people 
The inhabitants of the upper end of thte 
village whose houses were aboye the 
reach of the flames offered shelter to many 
and others made their way to the city 


By night time all were taken care of. It 


is doubtful if Gibson will ever be rebuilt 
There is nothing to attract the people 
there and those who have lost will very 
likely make their homes in Fredericton or 
Marysville 


Regarding the origin of the fire the
